CTA pꝛoclamation ſet fourth by theQuenes maieſtie, with the aduile of 
her mooſt honozavle countell,foꝛ the newe ſcucrall monics, and Comes 
of fyne ſte rlynge lyluer and Golde, and the valuation of eucry of 
the lame, newe let lurth by her heighnes. 

He Quenes moſt excellent maieſtie, ofher greate and aboun— 
daunte clemencie, callpnge to her graciouſe remembꝛaunce, 
what great and intollerable charges hath come and chaunſed 
mooſt ſpecially vnto her heighnes, and allo to her loupnge lub⸗ 
iecteg, alwell by the reaſon ofthele baſe Montes oflate made 
within her maieſties realmes, as allo by greate quantities of 
the lyke baſe momes made and counterkept in other realmes, 
and illued out within this her graces realme, and other her 
heighnes dominions. Foꝛ the tender zeale her grace beareth to her louinge lubiectes, in no wyſe 
can longer ſuffer the lame inconueniencie, but is fully reſolucd and detet mined with all conuent- 
ente ſpede to cauſe to be made, and let koꝛth certayne coynes, alwel of golde as of ſyluer ofthe per⸗ 
fect kynes accoꝛdinge to the rates hereafter enſewyng, which ſhall redounde muche to her heigh⸗ 
nes honoꝛ, and tothe great wealth, commoditie, and pꝛofit of her louinge ſubiectes. 

wherekoꝛe her maieſtie hath ozdered, and eſtabliſhed to be made within her mintes, theſe le⸗ 
uerallcoynes, alwell oꝭ ſyluer in fynes of the ſtanderd ſterlyn ze, as alſo ok Solde, as hercalter en- 
leweth, that is to lape: The whole Soueraigne of fpyne golde, whiche ſbalbe currant within al her 
realmes and dominions for, xx r. S. ot the lawkul monies of England. One other pece of fine gold, 
beyng half the Soucraygne afoꝛelſayde, whiche ſbalbe called the Ryoall of golde, halbe currante 
foz.rv.s.of the law full monies afoꝛelapd. One other pece of kyne golde, whiche ſhalbe called the 
Jungellcurrant foꝛ. x S. of the lawkull monies afozcſapd . One other pete ok kyne golde whiche 
ſhalbe called the half Xungel, currant koz. v. 8. of the law ull monies afozclayde, Ind ofcopncs of 
ſyluer as here enſeweth, That is to ſay: One peco of [pluer monies which (halve called the grote, 
and ſhalbe currant foꝛ.iiii. ö. ofthe lawfullmonies of Englande. Item one other pece, the halfe of 
the kozelapde grote, whiche ſhalbe called the halfe grote, and ſhalbe cur rant foz. ii. 5. of the lawfull 
monies afoꝛclapde. Item one other pete, the halk ok the halfe grote, which halve called the penny, 
and ſhalbe currant foz. i. d. of the lawkull monies afozeſayde, Ill whiche monies afoꝛcſapde, the 
Quenes hcighucs,ltraytly chargeth and commaundeth al maner okperlons, withmhir realmes 
and dominions (the realme of Jreland only excepted, foꝛalmuche as her hetghnes copnes there 
hath a ſpeciall ſtanderd ) of what eſtate, oꝛ degree, loeuer they be, to receaue, and paye, the ſayd ſe⸗ 
ue rall peces of monies, aſwell of golde, as of ſyluer, at the ſeuerall rates befoꝛe rehearſed, vpon 
payne ofhcr heighnes diſplealure, and to be further puniched, as ſhal le me to her grace moſt con⸗ 
uement. And her maieſties expꝛeſſe commaundement is, that all ſuche baſe monies, whiche haue 
bene reduled to the value ofa lower rate, ſhal go tur rant in paiment in like maner and ſo2t,as the 
ſame be currant at this daye, and as is declared in the pꝛoclamation laſt made, in the tyme of the 
late moſt noble Prince, kpnge Edwarde the. vi. in that behalfe, vntyl ſuch tyme as her heighnes. 
with the aduile okher counlell ſhall take further ozder, touchinge the ſame, Geuenat our manoꝛ 
of Kychemonde, the. xx. of Augult, In the fyꝛſt yeare of our molt pꝛoſperous reygne.
